MY  LORD  PROVOST  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

Agreeably  to  the  minute  of  Council  of  19th  December  last,  I have  now  the 
honour  of  submitting  to  you  the  various  Tables  of  the  Mortality  Bill  for  1839,  with  the 
preparation  of  which  I have  been  entrusted.  It  will  be  observed  that  some  additional 
Tables  have  been  constructed.  Of  these  one  of  the  most  important  is  that  relative  to 
Marriages.  It  will  be  found  to  possess  advantages  over  the  Table  of  Proclamations  of 
Marriages  as  formerly  drawn  up,  in  affording  a correct  statistical  account  of  the  City 
and  Suburban  Marriages,  and  also  in  showing  the  exact  relative  proportion  of  Males 
and  Females  married  in  these  districts. 


With  regard  to  the  Table  of  Births,  while  it  has  been  formed  upon  Monthly 
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Returns  in  order  that  it  may  correspond  with  the  other  Tables,  it  cannot,  for  obvious 
reasons,  be  rendered  accurate  without  the  adoption  of  some  legislative  measure. 

While  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  of  Deaths 
during  1839,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  deaths  by  Fever  have  considerably  de- 
creased, and  that  the  general  health  among  the  adult  population  has  much  improved. 
That  the  Deaths  in  the  City  and  Suburbs,  under  five  years  of  age,  should  have  amounted 
to  above  one-half  of  the  whole  deaths,  is  a matter  for  serious  consideration. 

As  the  condition  of  the  working  and  poorer  classes  must  at  all  times  be  affected 
in  a peculiar  degree  by  the  sanatory  state  of  the  City,  an  estimate  of  those  constantly 
disabled  by  sickness,  for  the  last  three  years,  has  been  added,  with  other  additional  infor- 
mation, under  the  head  of  General  Remarks,  on  principles  which  have  been  assumed,  as 
giving  a near  approximation  to  the  truth,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  of 
burials  at  the  public  expense  in  the  different  years  corresponds  in  a great  measure  with 
the  estimate. 

Now  that  the  time  for  taking  the  Census  of  1811  is  near  at  hand,  we  shall  be 
enabled  by  taking  the  average  deaths  for  the  five  years  preceding  that  period,  not  only 
to  ascertain  with  geater  accuracy  the  average  annual  mortality  of  the  whole  population, 
but  also  to  calculate  the  proportion  which  the  deaths  at  the  different  ages  bear  to  the 
living  at  these  ages.  Important  facts  may  also  be  elicited  as  to  the  salubrity  of  the  more 
densely  peopled  portions  of  the  City,  so  as  to  compare  with  that  of  the  less  densely 
peopled  portions. 

It  is  a matter  of  great  importance  and  of  considerable  difficulty  to  give  a cor- 
rect classification  of  the  Diseases  into  groups,  as  has  hitherto  been  done  in  the  Glasgow 
Mortality  Bills.  To  form,  as  is  desired  by  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  in  this  City,  com- 
plete Tables  of  all  the  Diseases  which  caused  death,  there  would  be  several  difficulties 
to  overcome ; besides,  the  labour  attending  the  adoption  of  such  a plan  would  be  very 
great,  especially  that  of  giving  the  deaths  occasioned  by  each  disease  at  the  different  ages. 
But  should  Government  be  prevailed  upon  to  introduce  a legislative  measure  for  Scot- 
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land  similar  to  that  now  in  operation  in  England,  these  difficulties  would  no  longer  be 
felt.  As  this  subject  is  now  exciting  such  general  interest,  a Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  having  been  appointed  to  watch  over  the  health  of  large  towns,  much  good 
may  be  expected  to  result  from  a co-operation  with  that  Committee.

POPULATION. 


The  Population  of  Glasgow  and  Suburbs,  according  to  tbe  estimate,  which  forms  the  basis  on  which  the  calculations  of 
the  late  Mortality  Bills  have  been  made  out,  amounts  in  the  year  1839,  to  272,000.  That  estimate,  it  may  be  remarked, 
brings  out  a result  which  may  probably  prove  greater,  than  will  be  found  on  its  being  corrected  by  the  government  census 
next  year. 

MORTALITY. 

By  referring  to  Table  First  it  will  be  observed  that  during  1839  the  Burials  were,  ...  8130 

And  that  in  1838  they  were,  - --  --  --  --  - 7515 

Showing  an  Increase,  in  1839,  of---------  - 615 

The  Still-born  Children  and  Premature  Births,  as  shown  in  Table  Fourth,  amounted  to  605.  These  being  deducted 
from  the  number  of  Burials,  show  the  total  amount  of  deaths  to  have  been  7525. 

The  Burials  to  the  Estimated  Population  for  1839,  are  therefore  as  - - 1 to  33-456,  or  2-988  per  Cent. 

And  the  deaths  as  - --  --  --  - 1 to  36-146,  or  2766  per  Cent. 

BIRTHS  AND  BAPTISMS. 

Table  Second  shows  that  while  there  is  a decrease  of  111  Births  and  Baptisms  as  recorded  in  the  Registers  of  the  City 
and  Suburbs,  for  1839,  there  is  an  increase  of  20  Twin  Births,  or  40  Twin  Children.  An  additional  Table  has  been  con- 
structed this  year,  to  show  the  number  of  Baptisms  and  Births,  as  recorded  each  month  during  the  year  in  the  different 
Registers.  It  is  still  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  no  Legislative  improvement  has  yet  taken  place  in  the  mode  of 
Registering  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths  in  Scotland,  although  such  a measure  has  been  so  long  and  so  loudly  called 
for.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  another  session  of  Parliament  will  not  pass  before  something  is  done  to  rectify  this  great 
national  defect;  more  especially  as  the  time  for  taking  the  next  census  is  so  near  at  hand,  when  the  calculations  might 
be  correctly  made  out,  without  having  recourse  to  hypothetical  modes  of  estimating  the  population.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Registers  of  Births  within  the  range  of  the  City  Mortality  Bills  being  incomplete,  cannot  be  made  available  for  Sta- 
tistical purposes,  in  so  far  at  least  as  regards  the  Statistics  of  Human  Life. 

MARRIAGES. 

With  regard  to  Marriages  we  are  differently  situated.  Table  Third  has  been  constructed  on  a new  principle,  showing 
the  number  of  Proclamations  as  recorded  monthly  in  the  Registers  of  the  City  and  Suburbs;  distinguishing,  1st,  those 
cases  in  which  both  parties  resided  in  the  same  parish;  2d,  those  in  which  the  parties  resided  in  different  parishes ; and 
3d,  those  in  which  the  Warrants  were  not  called  for. 

If  we  deduct  those  cases  where  the  Warrants  were  not  called  for,  and  consequently  where  there  could  be  no  regular 
marriage,  and  also  the  Females  proclaimed  in  two  parishes,  where  only  one  marriage  could  take  place,  we  have  the 
Total  Number  of  Marriages  in  the  City  and  Suburban  Districts  for  1839,

Table  Third  further  shows,  that  in  1839  there  were  married  in  Glasgow  55  more  males  than  females;  in  the  Barony, 
30  more  females  than  males;  and  in  the  Gorbals  3 more  females  than  males: — in  the  three  districts  collectively,  22 
more  males  than  females. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Of  the  increase  of  deaths  in  1839  over  1838  the  greatest  number  took  place  under  twenty  years  of  age.  The  total  num- 
ber of  deaths  above  twenty  years  was  considerably  less  in  1839  than  in  1838,  in  that  year  the  deaths  above  twenty 
years  of  age  were  44'30  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths,  whereas  in  1839  they  were  only  37'68  per  cent.  The  deaths  under 
5 years  in  1839  were  50-19  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths,  whereas  those  in  1838  were  only* * * §  45T9  per  cent. 

Table  Finn  shows  that  of  the  increase  of  deaths  in  1839,  the  greatest  number  were  caused  by  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Decline,  and  Bowel  Complaints,  while  there  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  deaths  by  Fever,  Hooping-cough,  Asthma, 
and  Child-birth. 

Burials  at  the  Public  Expense. — If  we  add  425,  the  amount  of  Burials  at  the  expense  of  the  Barony  Parish,  96  from 
Gorbals,  and  7 from  Bridewell,  to  those  from  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Town’s  Hospital,  as  stated  in  Table  First 
we  find  that  21-66  per  cent  of  the  whole  burials  were  at  the  public  expense  in  1839.  In  1838  there  were  23-20  per 
cent;  and  in  1837,  although  the  returns  for  that  year  are  not  quite  complete,  it  may  he  stated  that  there  were  no  less 
than  26 ‘30  per  cent  of  the  whole  burials  at  the  public  expense. 

Sickness. — As  it  appears  from  observation  that  when  one  person  in  100  dies  annually,  2 are  constantly  sick ;+ 
therefore  as  1*12...  per  cent  of  the  estimated  population  died  above  the  age  of  15  years  in  1839,  there  must  have  been 
2‘25...  per  cent,  or  6146  individuals  above  that  age  constantly  disabled  by  sickness,  and  unable  to  contribute  by  labour 
to  their  own  support,  or  to  the  expense  of  burying  their  friends.  In  1838  there  died  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years  l-24... 
of  the  estimated  population,  so  that  in  that  year  2'49...  per  cent,  or  6552  individuals,  must  have  been  constantly  dis- 
abled by  sickness,  and  in  1837,  the  amount  of  deaths  above  15  years  of  age  was  2-27...  per  cent  of  the  population,  and 
4'55...  per  cent,  or  11,532  individuals  constantly  disabled  by  sickness.  This  appears  to  a certain  extent  to  account  for 
the  increase  of  burials  at  the  public  expense  in  1838  over  1839,  and  the  still  greater  proportion  in  1837. 

Table  Twenty-first. — As  five  years  has  been  considered  the  proper  period  likely  to  indicate  the  true  average  annual 
mortality,!  and  as  five  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  commencement  of  the  present  mode  of  making  out  the  Mortal- 
ity Bills  of  this  City  and  Suburban  Districts,  a new  Table,  No.  Twenty-one,  has  been  constructed  this  year,  exhibiting 
the  amount  of  Burials  at  the  different  ages  during  the  five  years  commencing  1st  January,  1835,  and  ending  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1839,  showing  the  proportions  the  burials  at  the  different  ages  hear  to  the  whole  amount  of  burials  during  these 
five  years,  and  also  the  proportion  per  cent,  of  the  average  annual  mortality  to  the  mean  estimated  population. 

Average  Annual  Mortality. — It  may  further  he  deduced  from  Table  Twenty -first  that  the  Average  Annual  Mortal- 
ity for  Glasgow,  during  these  five  years,  exclusive  of  still-born  children,  has  been  1 to  31-339,  or  3'190  per  cent  of  the 
mean  estimated  population,  and  including  still-born,  1 to  29-065,  or  3-440  per  cent;  also  that  the  annual  average  num- 
ber of  deaths,  under  five  years  of  age,  exclusive  of  still-born,  have  been  45-005  per  cent  of  the  whole  average  annual 
deaths.  The  total  deaths  under  twenty  years  of  age  have  been  66-109  per  cent,  and  the  total  deaths  above  twenty 
years  of  age  43-898  per  cent. 

It  may  be  observed  here  that  no  deduction  is  made  for  the  unusually  great  mortality  by  Influenza  in  1837.

Table  Twenty-second  is  also  an  additional  Table,  showing  the  total  deaths  occasioned  by  the  leading  or  great  classes 
of  diseases,  arranged  according  to  classification  No.  1 of  the  Appendix.  From  this  Table  it  will  be  perceived  that  of 
the  40,366,  or  total  deaths,  which  occurred  during  these  five  years,  899,  or  2-22  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths  were  cut 
off  by  Accidents,  4788,  or  1T86  per  cent  by  Fever,  and  so  on. — See  Table. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  “the  diseases  proving  fatal  in  childhood,  manhood,  and  old  age,  are  not  the  same;  for  this 
reason,  to  determine  the  peculiar  diseases — the  nature  of  the  dangers — we  have  to  encounter  at  different  periods  of  life, 
becomes  a most  important  problem.  Very  few  statistical  observations  exist,  in  which  the  deaths  from  each  disease  at 
different  ages  are  enumerated.”*  The  plan  on  which  the  Glasgow  Mortality  Bills  have  been  constructed  for  these  five 
years  enables  us  to  point  out  the  diseases  according  to  the  classification  adopted,  which  caused  death  at  each  interval  of 
age  mentioned  in  the  Tables. 

Although  it  may  be  desirable  that  a Table  should  be  constructed  to  exhibit  the  average  mortality  occasioned  by  each 
disease  during  these  five  years  at  the  different  ages : — in  the  meantime,  the  following  observations  on  the  accuracy  of  the 
returns  on  which  they  are  founded  the  greatest  reliance  can  be  placed, t are  confined  to  Fevers,  including  the  different 
classes  of  Eruptive  Fevers — Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Small  Pox. 

Fever. — The  average  annual  number  of  deaths  by  Fever  during  these  five  years  was  11 ‘86  per  cent  of  the  whole 
deaths,  while  the  deaths  by  Fever  in  1839  did  not  amount  to  more  than  7T6  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths. 

Of  the  whole  deaths  by  Fever  during  these  five  years,  the  average  annual  number  under  five  years  of  age  was  10'60 
per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age  27*44  per  cent,  and  above  twenty  years  of  age  72-55  per  cent.  In  1839  the  number 
under  five  years  of  age  was  20-40  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age  4619  per  cent,  and  above  twenty  years  of  age 
53-80  per  cent. 

Proportion  of  Male  and  Female  Deaths  by  Fever. — The  average  annual  numberof  male  and  female  deaths  under  twenty 
years  of  age,  occasioned  by  Fever,  was  in  the  proportion  of  100  males  to  108-57  females;  and  of  those  above  twenty  years, 
as  100  males  to  75-54  females.  In  1839  the  number  of  male  and  female  deaths  caused  by  Fever,  under  twenty  years  of  age, 
was  in  the  proportion  of  100  males  to  111-01  females,  and  thoseabove  twenty  years  of  age,  as  100  males  to  only  59-34  females. 

Measles. — Of  the  whole  deaths  by  Measles  during  these  five  years  the  average  number  under  five  years  of  age  was 
90-57  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age,  99'55  per  cent,  above  twenty  years,  0-44  per  cent.  In  1839  the  number 
under  five  years  of  age  was  89 -39  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  99  61  per  cent,  and  above  twenty  0-38  per  cent. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  the  whole  deaths  by  Scarlet  Fever  during  these  five  years,  the  average  number  under  five  years 
of  age  was  64-20  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age,  97"25  per  cent,  above  twenty  years,  2'74  per  cent.  In  1839  the 
number  under  five  years  of  age  was  67 -93  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  100  per  cent,  above  twenty  years — none.

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Small  Pox. — Of  the  whole  deaths  by  Small  Pox  during  these  five  years,  the  average  number  under  five  years  of  age 
was  88-02  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age  95-99  per  cent,  above  twenty  years  of  age  4-00  per  cent.  In  1839  the 
number  under  five  years  of  age  was  85 '71  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age  94-08  per  cent,  above  twenty  years  of  age 
5-91  per  cent. 

Fevers  and  Eruptive  Fevers. — The  average  annual  number  of  deaths  caused  by  these  two  groups,  fever  and  eruptive 
fevers,  was  26-06  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths  by  the  fatal  diseases.*  In  1839  the  deaths  by  these  two  groups 
amounted  to  26‘44  per  cent  of  the  whole  deaths  by  the  fatal  diseases. 

Of  the  whole  deaths  by  these  two  groups,  fevers  and  eruptive  fevers,  51  per  cent  were  cut  off  under  five  years  of  age, 
under  twenty  years  of  age  65 '76  per  cent,  above  twenty  years  34-23  per  cent.  In  1839  the  number  of  deaths  by  these 
two  groups,  under  five  years  of  age  was  67"13  per  cent,  under  twenty  years  of  age  84-07  per  cent,  above  twenty  years  of 
age  15-92  per  cent. 

Bowel  Complaints. — It  may  also  be  noticed  that  of  the  deaths  caused  by  the  diseases  classed  under  the  head  of  bowel 
complaints,  of  which  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  1 839,  of  the  whole  85-68  per  cent  took  place  under  two  years  of 
age,  while  the  average  annual  number  of  deaths  by  this  class  of  diseases,  under  two  years  of  age  appears  to  have  been 
83'84  per  cent.

The  Classification  of  Diseases  for  the  Bill  of  1835  similar  to  the  above  arrangement,  was  drawn  up  with  the  assistance  of  different  Medical  friends.  The 
above  arrangement  which  commenced  with  the  Bill  of  1836,  was  drawn  up  under  the  superintendence  of  Dr  Corkindale  of  this  City,  who  recommended 
that  Catarrh,  Diseases  of  Heart,  and  Nervous  Diseases,  should  be  taken  from  under  the  head  of  Miscellaneous  Diseases,  and  be  made  to  appear  in  the 
Tables  along  with  the  other  classes.  It  will  be  observed  that  these  three  do  not  appear  in  the  Table  of  the  Mortality  Bill  of  1835.  Dr  Corkindale  has 
now  added  the  following  note  in  reference  to  the  above  form : — 

“ The  species  in  the  above  form  contain  a list  of  Diseases  tolerably  complete  for  the  construction  of  Mortality  Bills.  There  are,  however,  many 
affections  omitted  that  are  often  the  causes  of  deaths,  for  no  list  could  be  at  all  workable  in  any  ordinary  way,  if  it  attempted  to  comprehend  and  spe- 
cify every  variety  of  disease.  In  the  present  circumstances  of  the  preparation  of  these  Bills  this  list  is  rendered  still  less  complete  by  the  necessity  of 
using  a classification  called  Miscellaneous  Diseases,  many  of  which,  though  having  nothing  in  common,  are  grouped  together,  because  they  are  not 
comprehended  under  the  other  classes.”

18°  Fahrenheit,  which  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  February,  is  the  lowest  temperature  registered  in  1839. 

81°  Fahrenheit,  which  occurred  on  the  17th  June,  is  the  highest  temperature  registered,  making  an  annual  range  between  these  extremes  of  63°  Fah. 
27‘9  inches,  which  occurred  during  the  great  storm  at  7 o’clock,  jl.m.  of  the  7th  January,  is  the  lowest  registered  altitude  of  the  Barometer  in  1839. 
30'G  mches,  which  occurred  on  the  10th  and  11th  April,  is  the  highest  registered  altitude  of  the  Barometer,  making  an  annual  range  of  2*7  inches.  .
